The Cohasset Sailing 
Club is ready to say “ahoy” 
to a brand new building. 

Tuesday, Feb. 4 marked 
the "bam raising" of the 
new clubhouse, which is 
currently a nail-less post 
and beam structure. The 
old Lighthouse Lane build- 
ing was erected in 1979 and 
torn down in October 2013. 

Students and community 
groups were invited to 
watch as the post and beam 
structure went up last 
week. The Boy Scouts were 
among the groups that 
came to watch. 

Architect Susan Hoadley 
said she was on hand to an- 
swer questions and give 
“mini-demonstrations 
about how the joinery is de- 
signed, explaining the ar- 
chitectural drawings, and 
pointing out the process in 
real time as the cranes lift 
and the craftsmen work. 

“I went over the plans 
with the kids, and it was re- 
ally great because we were 
able to show in real time 
what was going on,” 

Hoadley added. 

“The kids were able to 
put their hands on the 
models and feel how the 
puzzle pieces went together 
as they watched the team 
put yp the real structure.” 

Not only was the event a 
learning opportunity - it 
also provided children with 
a lasting memory of the 
brand new clubhouse.

1-car MVA 

An 18-year-old Scituate 
teen operating a 1997 
Chevrolet Tahoe was cited 
for speeding following a 
single-vehicle accident 
around 11:48 a.m. on Mon- 
day (Feb. 3) on the west end 
of Beechwood Street. 

Police said the Tahoe was 
traveling at a speed greater 
than reasonable for the slip- 
pery road conditions when 
the SUV slid off the road 
into a signpost, through a 
fence and into a tree. The 
boy was also cited for not 
having the vehicle’s regis- 
tration in his possession. 
The vehicle had to be lifted 
off the fence but was dri- 
vable, police said. 

1-car MVA

Driver says solar glare 
caused Route 3 A accident 



On Monday (Feb. 10), 
at 9:35 a.m., a green 2002 
Volvo S60 driven by an 83- 
year-old Cohasset woman 
was driving south (toward 
Scituate) on Route 3 A at the 
lights at Stop & Shop when 
she ran red light and collid- 
ed with a Black 2012 Jeep 
Wrangler, operated by a 65- 
year-old Cohasset woman, 
police said. The Jeep was 
traveling from upper 



King Street. 

After the vehicles collided, 
the Volvo then crossed the 
northbound lane of 3A and 
struck a tree at the entrance 
to the driveway of Stop & 
Shop. The operator of the 
Volvo was transported to 
South Shore Hospital with 
non-life-threatening injuries 
and was released later that 
day, police said. Both cars 



were towed and the operator 
of the Volvo stated that she 
could not see where she was 
going at the time of the acci- 
dent due to “possible solar 
glare.”

book soon. While the Cohasset 
High School senior plans to major 
in marketing and business in col- 
lege, and perhaps attend law 
school after that, writing and il- 
lustrating more children’s books is 
also part of the picture.

“I’ve always loved writing,” she 
says. “For a long time that’s what 
I’ve really wanted to do.

Tbwn Manager Chris Senior has 
started to take a crack at die town budg- 
et for Fiscal Year 2015. 

Senior presented a preliminary, 
high-level budget presentation to the 
Board of Selectmen on Wednesday, 
Feb. 12, during a special one-topic 
meeting. 

Senior, who started working in Co- 
hasset last month, said that he wasn’t 
ready to “get into the weeds” of the 
budget, and go Tine item by line item” 
through each department Instead, he 
presented revenue assumptions and ex- 
penses for the upcoming fiscal year. 

Selectmen vioe-diair Diane Kennedy 
said that she appreciated the overview, 
but that also “I look forward to getting 
into the weeds.” 

“What we haven’t looked at yet are 
the needs at the department level,” 
said Kennedy. “These are things that 
need to grow... and some needs that 
must be met” 

Senior agreed and suggested holding 
another special meeting on March 12 
to have the town department heads in 
to discuss their needs in the budget 

In the meantime, Senior went over 
the town’s revenue assumptions, in- 
cluding: 

The levy limit (the amount of taxes 
the town is allowed to collect), which is 
2.5 percent maximum; 

New Growth, which is estimated to 
be $400,000 in FY15; 

Chapter 70 state aid - the governor’s 
proposed figure is $2,265,937, an in- 
crease of $99,987 over FY14; 

Unrestricted aid, which is a level 
funded figure in the governor’s budg- 



et, said Senior, and is down 30 percent 
from what it was six years ago; it 
“pummeled,”said Senior, and “has not 
comeback.” 

Local receipts, estimated to be 
$3,475,231, a slight increase over FY14. 
Senior pointed out that a spike in 
FY13 was due to the Avalon construo 
tion project, but that was one-time rev- 
enue that should not be programmed 
into the annual budget 

Senior has the same philosophy 
when it comes to Flee Cash, surplus 
monies certified by the State Dept of 
Revenue each fiscal year. 

“Free cash should never be used to 
plug holes in future operating budgets, 
but instead treated as a one-time sur- 
plus to be used to fund reserves and 
short-term, unexpected expenses,” such 
as storm damage,” Senior said in his 
presentation. 

Senior then stacked the town’s rev- 
enue assumptions against known ex- 
penses, including health insurance, 
retirement assessment, general liabil- 
ity and property insurance, and general 
fluid debt. 

A standout issue is funding the 
town’s Other Post Employment Bene- 
fits (OPEB) liability; Cohasset is on the 
hook for nearly $37 million, and cur- 
rently has $568,175 saved in a reserve 
trust to fund the liability. Senior rec- 
ommends allocating another $250,000 
in FY15 to this fund, although currently 
$200,000 is budgeted. 

Senior said that he has met with the 
towns OPEB study committee, who will 
present further recommendations to be 
voted on at the April 28 Annual Tbwn 
Meeting.

The fire chief reported that 
according to the State Fire 
Marshall’s investigation, the 
fire was “electrical in nature.” 
Gorman, who lives in Hull, 
was not in the shop when the 
fire started. 

“I got the phone call and 
made it halfway down Rock- 
land Street, saw the smoke 



and didn’t go any further,” 
the store owner said. “I didn’t 
want to see what happened. I 
couldn’t bear to look. 

“It’s so emotional,” she 
added. “I raised my kids 
through my business there.” 

Ron Vale, who owns the 
Comer Stop Eatery along with 
his wife, Rudy, on 235 Hull 
Street, said that he ran outside 
when he saw flames and 
smoke billowing out of the an- 
tique store. 

“It took off so quickly,” he 
said of the blaze. 

“We’re really saddened to 



see that building go and for 
our neighbors to suffer such a 
loss,” said Vale. “It was really 
an icon here in the West Cor- 
ner area.” 

Loyal customers through- 
out the years had been pop- 
ping in to tell Gorman how 
much they would miss the 
store, she shared, because 
“they loved it so much.” 

Her hope was that whoev- 
er occupied the building next 
“would love it as much as I 
did,” said Gorman. “This is 
just the saddest end.” 



Mutual aid 
tackled blaze 

Fire departments from all 
over the South Shore lent 
manpower and equipment 
to tackle the blaze at the Re- 
flections Antique Empori- 
um (808 Jerusalem Road) 
on Wednesday afternoon. 
Several neighboring towns, 
including Hull, Hingham, 
Norwell and Scituate, re- 
sponded to the three-alarm 
fire. Chiefs from Abington, 
Rockland and Whitman 
were also on scene, while 
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the Hanover engine compa- 
ny covered Cohasset’s fire 
headquarters during the 
event. 

It took firefighters close to 
four hours to knock down 
the blaze, and many re- 
mained on scene until 1 a.m. 
Thursday morning because 
there were still “hot spots” 
on the property, according 
to Cohasset’s Assistant Fire 
Chief John Dockray. 

Fire Chief Robert Silvia 
reported that Cohasset had 
only four men on duty when 
they arrived on scene 
around 1 p.m. 

Captain Randy Belanger 
assumed command of the 
incident and discovered a 
large volume of fire in the 
rear the building; he re- 
quested a second alarm. 

Dockray said that once the 
second wave of firefighters 
arrived, they attempted to 
start an “interior attack on 
the first floor, but were un- 
able to make any progress - 
we immediately had to back 
out.” This necessitated 
pulling a third alarm. 

After more manpower 
and apparatus arrived, fire- 
men tried to enter on the 
second floor through a side 
stairwell. “We made it two 
feet in, but conditions were 
unsafe to move any further,” 
said Dockray. 

Silvia said that he made 
the judgment call to keep 



firefighters from risking 
their lives to enter the build- 
ing, and save the anticjuev ’ 
inside. “I made the quick 
decision that it was not 
worth putting people in 
harm’s way to save property.” 

While the antique build- 
ing, which was over 100 
years old, was lost, the good 
news is that no one - fire- 
fighter or civilian - was 
harmed. 

“That’s the key,” said 
Dockray. 

Silvia thanked the sur- 
rounding towns for lending 
their aid, as well as his crew 
for walking into a fire when 
they were short-staffed. The 
chief also thanked the police 
department and Dept, of 
Public Works for assisting 
with road closures in the 
West Comer area. 

Neighboring businesses 
along Jerusalem Road and 
Hull Street, including the 
Comer Stop Eatery, were 
closed down along with the 
roads. The restaurant fed 
the crews that were working 
on the scene. 

“Comer stop was nice 
enough to put on a big pot 
of soup and fed all the 
members,” said Dockray, 
adding that the Mass. Dept, 
of Fire Service also sent a 
rehab unit so firefighters 
could keep warm, have a 
bite to eat and rest during 
the long workday.

’ The driver of a vehicle that 
struck and killed a nine-year- 
Iold Cohasset boy in Port 
Clyde, Maine last August is 
hot being charged criminally 
for the accident. 

I Maine prosecutors said in a 
Statement last week that there 
Jvas not sufficient evidence 
*o prove that the driver, 
Cheryl Torgerson, 61, of New 
Jork City, acted with criminal 
Negligence. 

■ On August 11, 2013, Torg- 
erson was driving to board a 
ferry terminal in Port Clyde 
\vhen her vehicle accelerated 
;&nd hit parked cars and the 
germinal building, also strik- 
ing Jonathan Coggeshall, 68, 
pf Port Clyde and Allison 
[Gold, 50, of Cohasset and 
[her two sons, Wyatt, 6 and 
[Dylan, 9. 

' The Gold family was in 
•Maine on vacation; Allison 
was walking with her sons to 
•the ferry while her husband, 
•Howard Gold, was still in the 
family car when Torgerson’s 
"accident occurred. 

Dylan died as a result of his 
injuries while his mother sus- 
tained severe injuries and 
fepent two weeks hospitalized 
in Maine. Neither Coggeshall 
hor Allison Gold have folly re- 
covered from their injuries, 
iccording to the prosecutors’ 
Statement 

3 The news of Dylan’s passing 
Sent waves of shock and sad- 
ness throughout the Cohasset 
Community last summer. 
Many of the Golds’ friends 
fend neighbors showed an out-

pouring of love and support, 
sharing their thoughts and 
memories of Dylan in a trib- 
ute page for the Mariner. 

Ken Cook, a neighbor of 
the Golds’ on Pond Street, 
said Dylan was a “charming 
little boy” with an “observant, 
inquisitive nature.” Cook at- 
tributes this to parents Allison 
and Howard, who work in 
the medical field. Allison is a 
nurse and Howard a physi- 
cian at Boston’s Beth Israel 
Deaconess Medical Center. 

Cook remembers Dylan as 
a leader and problem-solver, 
and a mentor to little broth- 
er Wyatt, 6. 

“Dylan was always ready to 
stop what he was doing to 
help Wyatt learn things,” said 
Cook. 

Family friends Maite Diaz 
and Polly Duxbury both said 
that Dylan was already a 
skilled guitarist, and teaching 
his friends how to play. He 
was also an athlete, playing 
soccer and lacrosse, and loved 
playing outdoors barefoot, 
year-round. 

Kelly Grech recalled Dy- 
lan’s days participating in the 
town recreation department’s 
running club. 

“The thing I will always re- 
member about Dylan was his 
magnetic smile,” said Grech. 

Crash 

Witnesses reported that 
Torgerson said she had no 



recollection of what happened 
during the crash, but that she 
felt her car’s accelerator was 
“jammed” as if stuck to the 
floor. 

The crash itself happened in 
a span of under five seconds, 
according to the report, from 
the time that Torgerson’s 
brakes went from on to off 
and the throttle pedal sped up 
to 100 percent to the car strik- 
ing parked cars, the building, 
Mr. Coggeshall and members 
of the Gold family. 

Maine State Police exam- 
ined the vehicle and found no 
defects that could have caused 
the sudden acceleration, ac- 
cording to the report. 

Torgerson will not be pros- 
ecuted for a criminal offense. 

There is simply not enough 
evidence to conclude that 
Torgerson acted with criminal 
negligence, according to Dis- 
trict Attorney Geoffr ey Rush- 
lau. 

“This decision is based 
upon the evidence now,” 
Rushlau stated in the Feb. 6 
press release. “If new evi- 
dence showing criminal neg- 
ligence is discovered the case, 
like any case, can be reviewed 
again. 

“The decision has been dis- 
cussed with Mr. and Mrs. 
Gold,” along with Mr. Cogge- 
shall. “We understand their 
disappointment. The Golds 
have suffered a devastating

d. Postpartum women, 
even if they are breast- 
feeding, can receive either 
type of vaccine.

When I was younger and 
not interested in finishing 
my vegetables at supper, my 
mother would sometimes 
encourage me to think of 
those in Africa who were 
starving and did not have 
access to such meals. I 
ought to be grateful and fin- 
ish my meal. 

It was a hard concept to 
grasp, but certainly seemed 
a compelling enough argu- 
ment to try and finish, 
while thinking of others. It 
was a bit of a generaliza- 
tion, and it was an attempt 
to have me look beyond my 
own life and begin to put 
myself in someone else’s 
shoes, so to speak. 

Working on an organic 
vegetable farm and provid- 
ing vegetables to my daugh- 
ters, I might consider a sim- 
ilar argument when they 
are not inclined to finish 
their vegetables. 

The main goal though for 
any statement of global 
awareness or understand- 
ing the world around us is 
about perspective. 

When listening to the 
news or reading the news- 
paper, I cannot help but try 
and understand perspec- 
tive. There is extreme 
drought in California. Veg- 
etables, fruits and Califor- 
nia grown products and 
crops are deeply affected by 
the lack of rain and dried 
up wells. The large bread 
and fruit basket that is Cali- 
fornia will no doubt be im- 
pacted and alter the access

to healthy, organic produce 
for most of the country. 

Extreme examples of 
change in the climate are 
evident in the midwest of 
the United States, the ex- 
cessive rains in England, 
the melting ice caps and the 
deep freeze that paralyzes 
the Southern US. The 
warming, changing earth 
we inhabit is undergoing 
stress and feeling the im- 
pact of many millions of 
people driving, breathing 
and living. 

What is one to do, if not 
feel a bit overwhelmed by 
what is happening in our 
backyards, across the coun- 
try and around the world? 
Often these examples of 
dramatic weather seem very 
far away. 

At Holly Hill Farm, our 
ability to save and order or- 
ganically grown seeds is not 
currently an issue. Our ef- 
forts to gather manure, 
leaves and food scraps in 
order to make compost are 
likely to continue. Cultivat- 
ing seedlings, nurturing 
plants and collecting water 
in a rain barrel from the 
gutter and drainpipe will 
still help in small ways to 
the growing of kale, peas 
and root crops. And this 
growing season will find the 
farm teachers educating 
folks about how to grow 
your own food, learn about 
organic farming and engage 
in these simple practices 
that support sustainable 
agriculture.

There’s nothing like a 
smile to brighten one’s day. 
And it’s actually a fact that 
smiling in of itself is a very 
healthy thing to do. Some 
sales training programs in- 
struct their callers to smile 
before picking up their 
phones to dial. It makes one 
sound more positive and 
upbeat. (Give it a shot - 
smile!) 

* The smile, however, ex- 
poses the teeth and mouth 
and that’s where some peo- 
ple may button up. Unless 
you’re a cute 5-year-old los- 
ing one’s teeth is not some- 
thing to show off. Of course 
there are accidents that can 
cause tooth loss. Athletes 
are particularly at risk, but 
hopefully mouth guards 
have helped limit this in the 
sports world. 

One of the leading causes 
for tooth loss is tooth decay, 
( and while some think this 
only happens to kids, it can 
occur at any age. Untreated, 
it can lead to serious health 
problems that include infec- 
tion, damage to the nerve or 
bone, and ultimately, tooth 
loss. 

Fortunately, dental dis- 
ease is preventable! By 
practicing simple healthy 
habits, we can ward off 
tooth decay and mouth dis- 
ease at any age. It’s actually 
quite simple: brush teeth 
twice a day, floss once a day, 



and eat a balanced diet that 
avoids sugary and starchy 
snacks. Also, schedule regu - 
lar dental visits to ensure 
that you are on the right 
track. That, unfortunately, is 
where many people fall off, 
but having regular dental 
cleanings and check-ups 
will help keep mouth dis- 
eases at bay. 

Gum disease is one of the 
more common mouth dis- 
eases. It’s an inflammation 
of the tissues holding the 
teeth in place and can even- 
tually destroy that tissue 
and the bone. It’s caused by 
plaque that constantly 
forms on the teeth. Fortu- 
nately, flossing helps re- 
move plaque before it can 
cause problems. And regu- 
larly scheduled professional 
cleanings with a dental hy- 
gienist helps even further. If 
not removed, plaque can 
build up and cause gingivi- 
tis or a more destructive 
form of disease called peri- 
odontitis. 

When should a baby start 
seeing a dentist? The ADA 
recommends parents take 
children no later than their 
first birthday. Baby teeth 
should be brushed gently 
with a child-size toothbrush 
and water. A pea-sized 
amount of fluoride tooth- 
paste can be used for chil- 
dren older than 2 years. 
Make sure children spit out 
the toothpaste after brush- 
ing. 

Teenagers are just as 
much at risk for cavities, 
particularly if their diet in- 
cludes lots of sugary sodas 
or snacks. And this is the 
age when many choose to 
start smoking, which also 
contributes to gum disease, 



stained teeth, and potential- 
ly, oral cancer. 

Those over 20 are not ex- 
empt from potential risks 
for tooth decay and gum 
disease. In fact, this is often 
when other conditions start 
to kick in such as teeth 
grinding and TMJ. Teeth 
grinding, often stress relat- 
ed, is also caused by sleep 
disorders. The dentist can 
address specific issues relat- 
ed to the teeth grinding and 
properly fit one with a 
mouth guard to protect 
one’s teeth while sleeping. 

Some adults may en- 
counter sensitive teeth, 
caused by tooth decay, worn 
fillings, worn tooth enamel, 
or exposed tooth root. The 
dentist can recommend de- 
sensitizing toothpaste and 
other daily oral hygiene 
practices to treat such sensi- 
tivity. Dry mouth, which can 
come from a number of 
conditions, is another com- 
mon complaint. Medica- 
tions are often the cause but 
it’s wise to consult a dentist 
to make sure there is no un- 
derlying issue. 

Keeping your mouth 
healthy helps keep you feel- 
ing better and that is cer- 
tainly something to smile 
about!

However, where and 
when do the connections 
occur? If a third grader suc- 
cessfully grows corn, beans 
and squash from saved 
seed, then will the yield be 
so great that he or she can 
feed his or her family for a 
day? Will that same result 
make a difference to the 
changing climate? Most 
likely the teaching and 
learning will only barely 
impact the straggling grow- 
er in a straggling environ- 
ment in other parts of the 
world. 

But maybe, if someone 
asks that third grader, who 
actively took part in the 
food production, to finish 
his or her vegetables, it 
might be easier to under- 
stand why. Learning about 
the many acts of cultivation 
might also help anyone un- 
derstand the difficulty and 
perspective of access to 
food, water and a newfound 
appreciation of the environ- 
ment and this fragile earth.

through their experience in 
the sailing club as sailors,” 
said Hoadley. 

The new clubhouse is be- 
ing built to the tune of 
$520,000.

ing watching the new build- 
ing come to life. 

“We are so excited this is 
finally coming to fruition af- 
ter eight years of planning,” 
she said. 

Right now, the future 
clubhouse looks barebones, 
but it’s on its way. Hoadley 
explained that currently. 

The structure consists of “a 
traditional, very unique as- 
sembly of live oak members 
that have been hand-jointed 
and ready to basically as- 
semble like a big kit with 
dowel and mortise and 
tenon joints.” 



In other words? “The 
foundation is in, and a tem- 
porary deck is on so people 
can walk around.” 

Hoadley said that the post 
and beam work will contin- 
ue into March, with panels 
going in shortly that will 
make the structure “weather 
tight.” The architect added, 
“The construction team is 
really taking a beating from 
the weather we’ve had.” 

One major piece that has 
yet to be added to the build- 
ing is its cupola - once 
there, “the building will get 
even higher,” said Hoadley. 



The new building will be 
handicapped-accessible, 
and generally larger and 
more “open” than the last 
clubhouse, according to 
Hoadley. 

“The hope is that the ar- 
chitecture will convey the 
sense of welcoming to the 
entire community, which 
the charter of the sailing 
club itself represents,” the 
architect said. 

Crough said she is im- 
pressed by the current post 
and beam structure, and has 
received many positive com- 
ments from folks in the 
community. The best com- 
pliment she’s heard? 

“It looks like it’s going to 
last for centuries,” Crough 
said of the clubhouse. “That’s 
our goal - to build some- 
thing beautiful that will 
withstand the test of time.”

Race is on 
for selectmen

Nomination papers for the 
May 10 Town Election be- 
came available on Monday, 
Feb. 10 - and there is already 
a potential race for the Board 
of Selectmen. 

Incumbent selectmen Fred 
Koed and Diane Kennedy, 
who respectively serve as 
chair and vice-chair, both 
pulled papers on Monday 
morning, just a few hours 
apart from one another.

Kennedy is up for her sec- 
ond term, having been elect- 
ed in 2011, while Koed is run- 
ning for his sixth term; he has 
been a selectmen since 1999. 

In between the two incum- 
bents, a challenger pulled pa- 
pers for his first-ever select- 
man’s race. 

Kevin McCarthy, Fairoaks 
Lane, an attorney, currently 
serves on the Governance 
Committee, and said in a 
statement issued on Monday 
that it’s time for a change-up 
on the board of selectmen. 

“I, like many of you, have 
watched with dismay at the 
turbulence and dysfunction of 
the Board of Selectman over 
the last several years. The in- 
ability of the [selectmen] to 
professionally, and too often 
even courteously, work on 
the critical issues facing Co- 
hasset has impaired the ef- 
fectiveness of our town gov- 
ernance and done little to al- 
leviate the acrimony which 
has, for far too long, hung 
over Cohasset politics,” said 
McCarthy. 

The attorney is advocating 
for a board “that will openly
